What shali Omsaha do to secure
the trade and traflic to which by
natural and commercial laws she is
eutitled. YWhat shalil be done to ful-
fil those oft repeated but unfulfilled
prophecies about the second Chi-
cago, the future —metropolis of
Missouri  val'ay. Shall
Omaha supinely, and stupidly

her boasted natural resources, or
<hall her people exert their faculties

| speediest and most ceriain accom-
plisbment of their object. Omaha
has nodoubt done much in the past to
shape and improve her commereial |
resources, but it eannot be denied |
that she has neglected much that |
was of yital import. For instance, |
Omaha like any other eity of her |
pretensions, is certainly entitled to
the trade and traffic ot the agricul-
tural population within o radius of
forty or fifty miles. Like any other
city of her size and loeation Omaha
| should be the chief marketing place
for the grain and produce raised in
what might be ecalled her immedi-
| ate neighborhood. This trade and
| traffic could and should be a source
of great profit to her merchrats and
{a source of cheap living to
! her mechunies and Jaborers. Noth-
| ing but the most stupid apathy and
| want of enterprise prevents Omaha
| from being the ecentral market for
all the farmers of Douglas and Sar-
py counties and a large proportion
of the farmers of Saunders, Wash-
ington, Dodge and (Cass counties.
‘ How this is to be accomplished,
and what should be done to bring
about such desirable results Is not a
| difficult problem. Its solution lies
within easy grasp of our merchants,
capitalists and property owners, if
they have but the will to do their
plain duty. Omaha needs a com-
maodious market house, where the
producer and ponsumer can be
brought into direet contact.

Omaha needs and should have
grain elevators and grain ware-
houses, where the farmer may store
or sell his gralu at full market prices,
True, we are repeatedly assured by
intorested grain scalpers that grain
elevators will not pay, but we do not
propose to concede this unti] the ex.
periment has been fairly tried.

A few years ago it was thought
Omaha could not possibly sustain a
pork packing establishment in com-
petition with other cities on the
Missouri river, To-day there 1s not
a better paying institution than
Boyd's packing house

The advantage of markets and
grain elevators is not merely In
the amount of money disbursed
by these sgencies but in the faot
that it concentrates the farmers’
trade where it legitimately belongs,
This trade we regret to say has been
diverted to other points, and the in-
jury inflieted upon our eommerce
by reason of this neglect Is simply
inealculable.

OXNE of the most Important ques-
tions to be. settled by the Constitu-
tional Convention, which will as-
semble next winter, is the limita-
tion and restrietion of the pardoning
power as vested In the Executjve
Recent experience has furnished a
striking lessop of the dangerous
abuse of this power by a reckless, if
not mercenary Executive. Inorder
to prevent the recurrence of such
abuses the people of Nebraska will
have to proviae oconstitutional safe-
guards and barriers. Nobody can
now dispute that a very radiecal
change in the pardon system is Im-
peratively demanded, and the only
way to bring about such a salutary
reform, must be through the new
constitution,

A New Sortof Trades-Union.

(From the Chicago Tribune.)

A number of plasterers in Brook«
Ivn bave formed a trades-union on &
novel plan.  Hitherto the combins-
tions of workingmen have usually
been wrong in theory and worse in
practice, Trades-unlons have stea-
dily opposed piece-work. They have
msixted on an average wage, which
should be paid to everybody, good,
bad, or indifterent. They have
placed undue restrietions upon ap-
prenticeship, and have thus kept
many boys from learning useful
trades. They are responsible for a
number of foolilsh and disastrous
sirikes. The members of the new
Assoeintion see and shun these evils.
Thelr rules, although not perfect, are
good. The men are divided by the
officers they elect into three classes,
The basis of division 18 skill. Each
man receives a card bearing his
name and elass. Ifhe isin the first
class, he isto get $3.50aday ; in the
second, $3; and in the third $2.50,
This standard of wages is to last
until Ootober 1, 1875, The classlii-
cation, ifitean be fairly doue, and
if the men placed in the lower elass-
es do mot revolt, will produce
good results. An  employer
cean tell by a glanee at a
man's eard what kind of a worker
the applicant is. He can afford to
do common jobs more cheaply, be-
cause he need not pay first-rate
wuges for third-rate work. The
new Society pledges Itself to glve
three months' notice of a demana
fur inereased wages, and to discun-
tenance sll strikes, “except where
an employer fails to pay his men for
lawful time worked, or where the
eight-hour luw s about to be in-
fringed upon.” Its platform em-
braces two other excellent deelara-
tions:

We will work with all plasterers,
whether they belong to our Soclety
or not.

This organization reseryes the
right to take contracts on the co-
aperative prineiple.

Theemploying plasterers of Brook-
lyn have mef the men half way and
have promised their hearty support
to the new organization. Its plan
is worthy of public attention. g! Is
a proof that mechanies are waking
to the fact that their first crude at-
temptsatunion were not ashear per-
| feetion as they thought. In many ea-
| ses the tyraunny of eapital has been
outstripped by the tyranny of trades-
unions. The dictation of the fellow
employe has often been more nar-
row, more arrogant, more cruel,than
that of the employes. We took oc-
casion some time sinoe to show that
trades-unionism has been a world-
| wide failure. The Brooklyn Boclety

The lay of the Land frem Dewitt to -'
Beatrice— Forest and Stream—A r

BEATRICE, NEBASEA,
October 20, 1874, }
EpITOR BEE :

The eountry down the vallay from
DeWitt presents one of the most
desirable farming localities in Ne-
braska. Tt is generally high above
the river, and forms a gradual slope
from the table lands to the river on
both sides. There is more timber
on the river here thun above, espe-

| cially at the mouth of Turkey Creek.

About four miles farther down the
stream is the newly laid out town of
Caldwell. As yet there is only a
depot, grain warehouse, one resi-
denee and one store. W. N. Rogers,
the social proprietor of the latter,
attends to the postoffice, and is also
railroad agent,

Mr. Rogers being one of the early
settlers, had the choice of land when
he came to the county; his farm is
adjacent to the town site,near which
he has two brothers, one of whom

has on his farm as good a mill
site as can be found on the stream.

The stream has a good rock bot-
tom, and is very close to the rail-
rond. The owner proposes to do-
nate to any one who will build a

good mill there, the mill site, with
five acres of ground. This stream
of water hes g supply of water suffi-
cient for six run of burrs the year
round, and is but six miles from
Beatrice, and eight from De Witt.
Everything appears to be lively here
and business good. Very little
wheat is now brought to market, as
the prices are too low. I obsarve
many noted changes in business
firms, and much public and private
improvement since my last visit
here. Meveral good bulldings have
been erected. Messrs, Griggs, Webb
& Laucell, are about eompleting
thelir new stone block, on the corner
of Court and Fifth streets. The first
story is to be occupied by their bank,
N. K. Griggs' office and store rooms.
When completed it will be by far
the best and most desirable building
in the city. DMessrs. Hinkley &
Jackson have ghout completed their
new brick building, near the corner
of Fifth and Court streets, to be og-
cupied with their drug store.

V. P. Hess has recently built a
good, substantial frame building,
on the coraer of Third and Court
streets, which he occupies as a hotel,
and one of the most central located
in the pity, Mr. Hess, the gentlp-
manly proprietor, Is a good man-
ager, keeping everything in its place
and furnishing first-glass fare at
second-class rates, He has a good
transient custom and his house usu-
ally is quite full,

The new Iron bridge 15 belng
pushed forward as rapidly as possi-
ble. It js to be at the foot of Court
street, a short distance above the
mill dam. The span will be near
two hundred teet long. It will be
completed in November. When
finished it will add wmuch to the ap-
pearance of the city, and will be a
great convenience to the citizens on

- the west side.

The hotels are all well patronized
and appear to be prosperous. There
are four—the Pacific, Emory, Hess
and Grange Home,

There are three livery stables.
Mr. Eli Oross, formerly from Crete,
has the largest in the town, with
good stoek and good rigs. Oharley
Emory, one of the early settlers, also
has a good stable, but not quite so
large. Messrs. Eugene Mack and
John Dunbarr keep a livery at the
Grange House.

The town is steadily improving,
and substantial buildings are con-
stantly being erected. The church-
es are numerous and well attended.
The schools are highly creditable to
the city, and Jargely attended.

Beatrice has one of the best stone
jails in the country. Itnow hasfive
inmates, two from Saline county,
and one from Jefferson county.
Pruett, the murderer of R, 0. Whit-
aker, In Jefferson county, was
brought here for safe keeping, to
remain until the May term of court,
when he will be taken back to Jef-
ferson county. He is a very young
looking man, appears rather awk-
ward and seems discontented He
says there were three others con-
nected with the murder, but as yet
has given no names. The senti-
ment is very bitter towardsthe mur-
derer here, no sympathy whatever
being manifested in his favor. Cir-
cumstantial evidesce points so di-
rect to his action that it appears as
though his doomm was sealed for at
lesst a term of years.

Our old time frlend “Pap,’ as
every one calls him, still presides at
the postoffice. He has a kind word
for all and a joke for the humorous,
keeps a good supply of books and
stationery, and is the noted newspa-
per man. He supplies any papers
and magazines that are wanied.

In brief I gan speak 8 good word
for this young city and its prosperij-
ty. On my first visit here, in 1867,
it was a mere town on paper, with a
vast unoccupied space in its vieini-
ty, excepting here and there an oe-
casional dug out or log cabin. Now
elegant manslons and comfortable
dwellings, with good county build-
ings and numerous other improve-
ments, evinee its repent prosperity
and wonderful progress,
